and the hawks and owls exterminated 
the birds? , Because 
the insects are so 


much more prolificthan the hawks and 
owls. 
The hawks and owls are also 


more restricted 
as to food. 
The more 
adaptive an animal is the greater are 
the chances 
of surviving, writes John 
Burroughs, in Outing. 
If wolves and 


foxes could browse like deer and sheep 
and rabbits, they would be as numerous 
as these latter species. 


What imparts additional interest to 


the matter 
is 
that Saghalien 
sends 


annually 
nearly 9 1,000,000 
worth of 


fip.b manure to Japan, and the 
stop- 


page of this supply 
would embarrass 


Japanese 
agriculturists. 
On account 


of allthese things tbe fishing folk ot 
Hokkaido, 
which is separated 
from 


Saghalien 
by the narrow strait of La 


Perouse, 
urgently 
petitioned 
their 


government, at an early stage 
of the 


war, to send an armed expedition for 
tbe purpose of recovering 
possession 


of Saghalien, 
or should there be in- 


convenience 
in 
immediately 
under 


taking 
such a task .officially, than 


these fisherman prayed for permission 
to add arms to tbeir usual 
tools of 


trade and to be granted a free hand.' 
Their appplication 
could not at the 


time be 
granted, 
but 
they at all 


events succeeded in directing public 
attention to Saghalien. 


There could be only one issue of a 


system under 
which the methods of 


Russia 
were directed by officialpur- 


pose, .while those 
of Japan depended 


upon .individual caprice. 
Besides, 


the. Russians 
had knowledge which 


the Japanese 
lacked; 
they knew how 


lo colonize without colonists. By and 
by tne unoccupied parts of the island 
were found to.have become the prop- 
ery of Russian 
subjects 
who.existed 


only innames inscribed upon wooden 
posts, and in 1875 Japan 
had prac- 


tically no choice except 
to etep out 


of Sagbalien altogether, receiving in 
exchange the Kuriles, to which she al- 
ready possessed 
at least as good a title 


as Russia. 
This story is beginning to 


present itself again 
to the memory of 


the 
Japanese in view of the fact that 


Saghalien is now a very fine property 
on account 
of its 


"fisheries, 
in1893 


tne value of tbe fish taken byJapanese 
subjects 
was 
1,192,404 
yen, and 
the 


value of the fish taken 
by Russians, 


1,679,607 yen; which total (51,435,000) 
could be multiplied 
several times if 


the Japanese had a free hand.

The curious 
result 
was, however, 


that, when AdmiralPutiatin 
came to 


negotiate a treaty withJapan in 1856, 
two reminiscences 
embarrassed 
him— 


first, that three 
years previously 
he 


himself had 
supported 
the Russian 


foreign minister, Count Nes3elrode, in 
protesting that tbe annexation of Sag- 
balien must involve trouble withJap- 
an; secondly, that until three years 
previously not a Russian 
subject had 


ever set foot on tbe island. Ifthe ad- 
miralhad any sense of humor he must 
have been much amused when in these 
circumstances, 
the 
Japanese 
commis- 


sioners agreed that there should be no 
delimitation of .boundaries 
between 


Japan and Russia 
in Saghalien, and 


that things should continue 
there 
as 


they 
had 
been 
hitherto. 
It need 


scarcely 
be said 
that things did not 


continue as they had hitherto 
been. 


Each year brought to Yeddo 
tidings 


that tbeßussians 
were extending their 


sway more and more in the island, 
and at length 
the 
Tokugawa officials 


becoming 
seriously 
alarmed, 
sent 


commissioners to remonstrate. 
Then 


(1862), as always, the 
Japanese 
were 


ready to compromise. The 50th paral- 
lel of latitude divides Saghalien into 
two almost exactly equal parts. There- 
tore they proposed that the 50th paral- 
lelshould be tbe line of demarcation, 
but the Russians— the same 
Russians 


who in1903 suggested 
the 39th paral- 


lelof latitude as a suitable limit for 
a neutral zone in Korea—ridiculed 
the idea of such an intangible bound- 
ary. It would surely lead, they said, 
to complications. Could the Japanese 
commissioners 
indicate 
exactly the 


places in Saghalien 
that lay on the 


50th parallel? 
The Japanese commis- 


sioners could not do anything of the 
kind. No one could have done it. 
"Then," retorted the Russians, "bet- 
ter preserve 
the 'hitherto' arrange- 


ment; or, ifyou must 
have a line of 


division, let us draw itatAniwa bay." 
Aniwa bay is at the extreme south of 
Saghalien. 
"Therefore 
the commis- 


sioners understood," 
writes the Jap- 


anese chronicler of these events,"that 
tbe Russians 
intended 
to seize tbe 


whole island, and reported according- 
ly in Yeddo." But Yeddo's hands did 
not reach far in those days. The Tok- 
ugawa shogunate 
found that to pre- 


serve its own life was tbe limit of its 
capacities. 
Saghalien 
was leftto its 


fate. Five years later, warned by far-

national covenant. For, fromRussia's 
standpoint, 
the

She possessed 
no manner 
of 


right to the island. 
Nearly all tbe 


expansion of her empire in far eastern 
Asia from the time (1847) 
of Mur- 


avieff's 
dramatic 
appointment 
as 


governor general 
of eastern 
Siberia 


had been the work of the "man 
at 


the front," and that man was Nevel- 
skoy. It was Nevelskoy who, acting 
on his own responsibility and without 
even 
Muravieff's -knowledge, 
com- 


menced the occupation 
of Amur by 


raising the Russian flagat Nikolaiefsk, 
virtually tearing up the 
treaty of 


Nertcbinsk 
for 
the purpose, 
as 
is 


Russia's habitual method 
of dealing 


with treaties that incommode her. It 
was Nevelskoy who stilltrue 
to his 


role of indepnndent 
aggressor, found- 


ed 
the port of Alexandrofsk, 
thus 


securing the command 
of the gulf of 


Tartary. 
It was Nevelskoy 
who, in 


the same year (1852) sent 
an expedi- 


tion to explore 
Saghalien, which he 


himself 
had 
discovered 
to be an 


island; and it was Nevelskoy 
who, in 


the following year, 
circumnavigated 


Saghlien and founded 
there the first 


Russian post, llinsk,.oa the south- 
west coast. 
llinsk bad only six Rus- 


sians to colonize it. Muraviesk, 
on 


the southeast 
coast which was estab- 


lished a year later (1834), had an even 
lesser garrison. Nevertheless 
the rais- 
iDg'of the Russian flag at these points 
meant the annexation of Sagbalien by 
Rnssia, which annexation. had, indeed, 
been formally sanctioned by the czar. 
The St. Petersburg 
authorities knew 


wellthat in this procedure 
they were 


violating the rights 
of Japan, which 


had always 
claimed sovereignty 
over 


Saghalien. 
But the island became 


strategically 
necessary 
to Russia 
as 


soon 
as 
she seated 
herself 
on the 


Amur,and her own needs have always 
been a sufficient justification in her 
eyes. 


"As to the island of 
Sagbalien, 


there shall 
be 
no 
delimitation of 


boundaries between Japan and Hussia; 
things 
shall continue as 
they have 


been hitherto." '•:.V\i 


Forty-nine 
years 
ago—namely, in 


1856—the question of delimiting 
tbe 


territorial rights of Japan and Russia 
in Sagbalien 
received 
official atten- 


tion for the first time. Japan's affairs 
were then administered by the Toku- 
gawa Shotguns, 
whose ignorance 
of 


the outer worldselected 
the isolation 


to which they had 
themselves 
con- 


demned their country two and a half 
centuries 
previously. ' The 
Yedo 


officials 
knew 
nothing 
about 
the 


details of Russia's 
Asiatic 
expans- 


ion; knew nothing about tbe circum- 
stances under which her people had 
come to Saghalien, 
or even about the 


period of their arrival there. 
Hence, 


when Admiral Putiatin, 
represent- 


ing the czar, induced the Japanese 
to 


sign a treaty with him at Shimoda on 
February 7, 1856, 
he found no diif- 


culty in procuring 
the insertion of 


the following provision:

existing methods of doing business in 
courts of record.

customary for the presiding

take notes of the testimony ou mater- 
ialpoints, and fromthese, and notes 
taken by the attorneys,

customary in both civiland criminal 
cases, 
exoept in murder trials, which 


required the services of a stenograph- 
er.

thing if the supervisors 
would let 


the road work to the lowest bidder,
